She not 
only signified her willingness to take 
the stand against Miss Tanzer in the 
government action against that wom- 
an, but also told the stoty of her 
three weeks’ romance with “Oliver 
Osborne.” 


“I want it distinctly understood that 
I have no intention of etarting any 
action against Oliver Osborne, even if 
he appears.” she said, “I never con- 
templated beginning any suit against 
him. When I read in the newspapers 
about James W. Osborne sued 
by Miss Tanger and of the 
he had posed as Oliver Osborne. I im- 
mediately thought the man who had 
courted me was probahl thie same 
James W. Osborne. I went to the of- 
fices of Slade & Slade, the attorneys 
for Miss Tanger, last Friday with a let- 
ter I received from Oliver Osborne. 

“When I told my story they showed 
me a picture of James W. Osborne 
and asked me if he wasn’t the man 
who had been keeping company with 
nme.

4 gentieman caught me in his arms 
and saved me from falling to the floor. 

The man was very gentlemanly and 
we entered igto conversation. When 
T got off the subway he walked part 
of the way home with me. He asked 
permission to call and I granted it to 
him. He came here many times and 
hecame acquainted with my mother 
and family. In fact, after that he 
became a daily visitor for nearly a 
month, and often had dinner with me. 
Mother liked him very much. 

“He was very handsome, rather 
tall and heavily set. He had dark 
hair, I think dark brown, and lovely 
dark blue eyes. I think he was about 
25 or 40 years old. He was smooth- 
shaven and never wore glasses. He 
said he came from California and was 
4 ranchman at Santa Rosa. He said 
he only spent his winter months in 
this city. My. but he was lovely. And 
furthermore he treated me like a per- 
fect gentleman. But neither he nor 
any other man could ever treat me 
other than like a gentleman, because 
I am a perfect lady, even if I doesay 
it myself. 

“Hie took me out to dinner at Riggs 
restaurant on Thirty-third street. This 
was all during the early part of No- 
vember, 1914. The last I saw of him 
was some time around Thanksgiving. 
In all, I kneW him about three weeks. 
He did give me a ring, but I won't 
let you see it. Yes, I still have the 
ring.

CAREFULLY STAGED. 


Mr. Bocock staged his tragedy with 
all the appurtenances of the trained 
seenic director. He had returned from 
his office in the Astor Trust Company 
a little after 5 o'clock. The servants 
had not noticed if he was greeted by 
Mrs. Bocock. They knew that He had 
gone to his own apartments and there 
shaved and dressed for dinner. It 
was his custom to-appear in evening 
dress for dinner, and he did not devi- 
ate from that custom tonight. 
When dinner was announced at 7 
o'clock, Mr. Bocock appeared in a 
silk evening gown of cerise shade. It 
was low-necked and the servants said 
it was the gown in which Mr. Bocock 
liked to see his wife. About her neck 
she wore a small string of pearia. 
While dinner was being served by 
the servants Mrs. Bocock sat at one 
side of the large eircular table and 
Mr. Bocock at the other. The servants 
paid no attention to the conversation 
between them. Following the dessert 
course, Mr. Bocock suggested that 
they have their coffee in the music- | 
room and he and Mrs. Bocock went to 
that room, adjoining the dining- room. 
A demitasse was placed on a ped- 
estal, at the side of the plano, for 
Mra. Bocock, who sat down on the 
piano bench and began to look over 
the sheets cf music piled on the cover 
of the Grand piano. Soon she found 
Beethoven's Leonore“ overture, and 
apread it in front of her and began 
to play. Mr. Bocock took his coffee 
to a large chair and sat down. He 
sipped it a few times and then set it 
down on a tabcurette. 

SAD MUSIC. 
Mrs. Bocock had not played the pi- 
ano more than four or five bars of 
the overture, which le a particularly. 
sad, if not me‘ancholy piece, when 
Mr. Bocock drew the large revolver. 
aimed perfectly at his wife without 
her being the least aware of her doom, 
and fired. 

These facts are indicated by the po- 
siticns in which the bodies were 
found. 

The bullet crashed into Mrs. Mo- 
cock’s brain through her left temple. 
the course indicating that the shot 
was fired a little behind her, so that 
she did not see the pistol aimed at 


her. That Bocock aimed carefully and 


deliberately was indicated by the fact 
that the bullet struck such a fatal 


spot. 

Apparently Mrs. Bocock was re¢ling 
backward and falling to the floor 
from the plano bench when Bccock, 
still seated, sent the second bullet in- 
to his own brain. 

HEARD THE SHOTS. 
A cook in the kitchen two floors 
below heard the shots and ran up- 
stairs. She was joined by the two 
other servants, and the three ran in- 
to the music-room together. Mr. Bo- 
eccek was tottering forward from the 
chair and soon fell to the floor.

INSIDE FACTS 
FROM A TURK. 


Alo Threat to Kill if His 
Name is Mentioned. 


How the Moslems Handle the 
Reporters in W ar Time. 


Why the Expedition Against 
Egipt is Held Back. 


[A. P. FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE | 
CONSTANTINOPLE, Feb. 18.-—"If 
you mention my name in connection 
with what I have told you, I will ap- 
ply our military law and have yeu 
shot. Your promise not to do so may 
be all right, but we do not trust re- 
porters and editors any more. They 
have lied too much; lied the blue out 
of the sky. And let me assure you that 
if you use my name the protection cf 
your embassy will not help you. You 
know under what stipulations I have 
talked to vou. The Turkish army has 
nothing to conceal, but it does not 


want to be Hed about.” 
This was the admonitory conclusicn 
of a statement obtained by a corre- 
spondent of the Associated Press 
from a man who would permit that 
as authority “a semi-official source” 
be given. Since the statement that he 
must be looked upon as an authorita- 
tive source will not bring the firing 
squad any nearer that designaticn wil) 
be in order. 

THE STATEMENT. ° 
His statement follows: 
“The position and condition of the 
Turkish army in the Caucasus is ex- 
cellent. We do not expect that the de- 
cision of the European war is to take 
place in the Caucasus. Our operations 
there have primarily the purpose of 
obliging the Russians to keep a large 
force there in crder to ease our al- 
lies in Poland and Galicia. Some of 
the Russian companies in the Cau- 
casus have dwindled down to twenty- 
five men instead of 250. We recently 
wiped out a Russian regiment so com- 
pletely that funeral services had to 
be held for the entire organization. 
There wasn't a man left. 

“The crossing of the Suez Canal 
three months ago by a battalion of 
Turkish infantry demcnstrate. that 
the waterway is no obstacie to us. 
We do not intend forcing operations 
against Egypt just now. We have men 
enough there for that purpose, but 
supply conditions do not allow a gen- 
eral offemsive for the time being. The 
railroad which will serve to make 
communications through the 200 kilo- 
meters of desert easy will be com- 
pleted soon. I cannot tell vou where 
that railroad is being built; where it 
joins the Hedjas line, or where it will 
touch the Sues Canal. Our forces are 
advancing as fast as ie feasible—one 
army along the coast of the Mediter- 
reanean, another along the Gulf of 
Suez, and the third in the center. 

“We have neo trouble feeding our 
men in the field. In the Caucasus we 
have net aiways been able to give 
them ¢nough bread. that is true, but 
the meat supplies in that region are 
so plentiful that we have made up ra- 
tions in that way. There are thou- 
sande of flocks of sheep in and near 
the Caucasus. Our men live on them 
and are well off. There has been no 
difficulty in supplying our troops in 
the south with food, though the 
scarcity of water there thea been 
somewhat of a @reblem—one which 
we are meeting satisfactorily, hon 
ever, I have no recent data on that 
subject, but beliewe that the rains of 
the season have helped to solve this 
problem. 

“Talk of scarcity of ammunition— 
we have factories able to meet our 
demands, and there is in operation a 
plant in which we are able to turn 
out field artillery. You are at liberty 
to inspect both. 

“The resources of this country in 
mea fit for military service have been 
4 — to me. We do not have to 
taken men from Turkey in Europe for 
service in the Caucasus and against 
Egypt. Right now we are rairing sev- 
eral corps in Anatolia. We have in 
Turkey in Europe six army corps to 
give a prqper reception to any fcrce 
which may undertake to land on these 
shores. We can do it because we have 
the men and the needed supplies, and 
equipment. The «spirit of our troope is 
excellent. 

“The stories alleging that the Turk- 
ish troops in the Caucasus and ebe 
where are Aying in droves are tnven- 
tions. There has been some sickness 
as there has been in all other armies. 
A good many cf our men have had 
taeir hands and feet frozen. The win 
ter in the Caucasus has been bad, but 
it soon will be over now. The Amer 
can Ambassador here deserves, great 
credit for his efforts to get sanita 
supplies to our troops.” 

“There is nothing to be said about 
the much advertised defeat of our 
trocps in the Caucasus.” continue’ 
the authoritative source. “The Rus- 
siane simply magnified the affair out 
of all provortions to what actually 
eurred. We have not gone to the trou- 
ble cf itseuing a detailed denial 
because we de not think it worth 
while. We have more te do than 
busy ourrelves with the falsehoods 
circulated by official press bureaus. re- 
porters and editors. It is being realized 

“It is being realized more and more 
that lies have short legs. So why 
bother about it? 

“The performance of the Russians 
in the Caucasus has been pitiful, They 
have a railroad line into the «very 
theater of war. We have none. They 
can bring up their. supplies on trains. 
We must carry them for miles and 
miles on pack animals and camels. 
Everything we need must be trans- 
ported in this manner. Rut as T have 
said, we are able to subsist largely 
on the country we are in. 

ether or not we intend invad- 
ing ag’ is a political question on 
which I have no right to speak. What 
T can say is that the Suez Canal will 
be crossed by the Ottoman troops just 
as it was crossed two weeks ago. We 
have shown that it can be done. and 
that for the time being is endugh. 
We had a battalion of infantry on 
the other side for a full dav and then 
recalled them because nothing but a 
demonstration was intended. We wil! 
goon have a railroad at our disposal! 
and until that time nobody need count 
on a general crossing of the canal. 
The men who crossed t cana! 
marched through the desert for over 
200 kilometers. 

“Meanwhile we have tied up in 
Egypt a large British force. But 
that force will not be large enough 
when we are in a position to assume 
a general offensive. 

“I consider the general military sit- 
uation of Turkey and her allles the 
best simee the of the war. 


The German and Austro-Hungarian 
armies have done wonders.” 

Just then another “authoritative 
source” put in an appearance. The 
neweomer Was acquainted with the 
conditions under which the interview 
had been obtained. 

“We regret. that we have to do this 
but things have come to that point,” 
he said. “We have shown newspaper- 
men everything we have to show and 
then they have left the country and 
told lies about us, If you want to 
see our army, do so. You will have 
no difficulty getting the necessary per- 
mits and everything possible will be 
done to take you anywhere you wish— 
provided always that according to our 
military law you abide by the truth 
and do not seek the protection of 
your embassy in case you cannot do 
that.”

It was said 
yesterday that many of his friends are 
preparing to have the whole contro-

President Handler, the third mem- 
ber of the board, has declined to dis- 
cuss what course he may pursue in the 
matter. 


THE STATEMENT. 

The statement, ed by Commis- 
sioners Osborne 4d O'Brien, was 
made public shortly after the arrival 
from n Francisco of Mr. O’Brien, 
who was not in the city when the 
storm broke over the City Engineer. 

“Our request for Mr. Hamlin's res- 
‘ignation was made with a desire to 
afford him an opportunity to retire 
upon his own request,” save the state- 
ment, “and with a minimum of un- 

leazsant publicity, rather than by the 
method of removal.” 

The statement then suggests some 
qualifications which are absolutely 
essential in a City Engineer, the said 
qualifications being lacking in Mr. 
Hamlin, rding to the signers. By 
saying what their ideal engineer 
should the statement shows what 
Commidetoners Osborne and O'Brien 
think he ie not. Some eof these al- 
leged lacking qualities are that Mr. 
Hamlin is not a good organizer, that 
he does not command the co-operation 
of his subordinates, that he is not 
“amiable in his intercourse and rea- 
sonably accessible to the public.” 

SAYS HB’S EXCLUSIVE. 

‘The report continues: 

“There is a quite general complaint, 
which we believe well founded, that 
the City Engineer's office is conducted 
in an exclusive, automatic way, and 
in an atmosphere of more or less mys- 
tery. Access to the head of the de- 
partment is not easy te obtain, and an 
‘executive secretary’ — in our opin! 
an unnecessary once has been placed 
as a buffer between the public and the 
Chief Engineer. to relieve him of the 
necessity of that direct intercourse, 
which. the board believes, though 
sometimes unpleasant, to be a duty 
which the Chief Engineer himself, or 
his first assistant, should perform. It 
fs our intention, upon the cession 
of a successor to the Chief Engineer, 
to have the office of ‘executive secre- 
tary’ and its salary of $250 per month 
abolished and its incumbent returned 
to other and more necessary duties. 

“The Chief Engineer has so far di- 
vorced himself from what we regard 
as the proper line of his duties, that 
whenever the Board of Public Works 
or the City Council desires informa- 
tion from the engineering department 
for their guidance in public matters, 
‘they no longer expect the attendance 
the City Engineer in person, and 
do not call for him, but send for 
the Assistant Engineer, or in his ab- 
sence the heads of departments. Al- 
though as the executive officers of the 
Board of Public Works and therefore 
most intimately connected with the 
successful conduct of its great activi- 
thes, at least two of the three mem- 
bers have never received a call from 
the Chief Engineer, or an intimation 
any kind as to the operations of 
hie department, which is under their 
charge, or a suggestion that would be 
helpful to the Service, outside the res- 
ular formal reports upon subjects 
which are referred to the City Engi- 
neer at the daily meetings. 0

with the apparent lack of 
nowledge which the Chief Engineer 
has shown as to transactions in his 
department, which in the interest of 
the service he ought to know. If he 
does not know them, it is because of 
a lack of proper system, for which 
he ts responsible. Such an instance

Street tu 
“After the concrete had been laid, 
and just before it was to be covered 
with asphalt, one of the commission- 
ets discovered that the concrete was 
bad—so bad that in some places it 
could be shovelled out. The contractor 
was compelled by the board to dig out 
about 300 feet in length of this pave- 
ment, cart it away and relay with 
sound material. This work, however, 
had passed the tests and inspection of 
the engineering department and but 
for the timely discovery by the com- 
missioner, the asphalt would have 
covered the defective concrete and 
the work would have soon broken up 
with a resulting scandal. The Board 
of Public Works properly and severely 
ertticised the engineering department 
for thie transaction: directed that all 
cement entering into street work 
should be tested on the job, and i- 
structed the City Engineer to bring 
before the board a plan for thorough 
tests of cement and other paving ma- 
terials.

stacks of letters reached the board. 


showing how it could not be dene. If 
there had been an intention on the 
part of the City Engineer to render 
abortive the efforts of the board to 


obtain a proper test of cement and 
other materials, it could not have been 
carried out in a more effective way. 
The City Engineer tinally brought in 
a report on cement tests, which called 


for so large an outlay of money in the 


way of plant and operatives, that it 
was not deemed practicable by the 
board. 

“We hold the City Engineer re- 
sponsible for such blunders as the 
Third-street tunnel, paving because a 
proper system would render it impos- 
sible. The punishment or discharge of 
an inspector would only partially meet 
the case. 

“We desire it to be fully under- 
stood,” the report concludes, that if 
we do not receive Mr. Hamlin’'s« resig- 
nation on or before the ‘ist inst, 
the office of City Engineer will be 
declared vacant, and we shall elect 
as his successor Mr. A. ©. Hansen, 
the present Assistant City Engineer.

The letter was un 
dated, but Mr. Musgrove § said last 
night u had been written a week 
after Polsen had met with his trou- 
ble. This letter shows that the gi 
Mre.

The resignation of David Evans, 
chairman of the County Civil Service 
Commission, will probably be accept- 
ed today by the Board of Supervi- 
sors, and his successor named. Mr. 
Evans wrote out his resignation sev- 
| eral weeks ago, following an expcse 
as to his placing a bet and a des- 
perate but useless attempt on his part 
to deceive the Supervisofs and public 
as to his dealings with a Spring-street 
gambler. 
Mr. Evans has returned from Utah, 
where he went immediately after pen- 
ning his resignation. The demand of 
the Supervisors that he either quit 
the county service by politely step- 
ping down and out or suffer the con- 
Sequences came as a hard blow to the 
civil service reformer. As chairman cf 
the commission, he was the most

ID FREE TRADE po rT? 

An ingenious reason for the war be- 
tween Germany and England is advanced 
by George R. Sims, one of London's oldest 
and best-known journalists. He is firmly ; 
convinced that the fear of tariff reform in 
the direction of high duties decided Ger- 
many to go to war rather than lose the 
trade advantages that free trade with Great 
Britain brought to her. 

“Unless the war brings England protbo- 
tion,” writes Mr. Sims, “it will have been 
fought in vain.” Presumably if England 
had never abandoned protective tariffs it 
need never have been fought at all. 

So to find the real authors of the war we 
must go back to Cobden and Bright who 
brought about free trade in England —— 
enabled Germany to outstrip her in com- 
merce, that provoked British jealousy, that

two countries into an armed conflict. It ts 
a house-that-Jack built argument probably 
containing some grains of truth. Munster- 
berg attributes the war to Edward the 
Peacemaker, Sims to Cobden the Free 
trader; we fancy Sims has made the better 
guess. 

Yet, accepting his contention, we must 
think England very foolish to have been 
drawn into a doubtful and costly war when 
she could have downed her commercial rival 
by the cheaper and simpler method of re 
pealing her free-trade laws and reverting to- 
protection. We must remember that Joseph 
Chamberlain, England's leading champion 
of a protective tariff, was persona non 
grata with the German Emperor. And 
Chamberlain admitted that protection wes 
aimed against Germany's trade with Eng 
land. A tariff wall is a protection that can- 
not be bombarded from aircraft or blown up 
by submarines. 

The tariff advocates in Britain are al- 
ready turning the war to advance their 
views. The fear of tariff reform, they urge, 
undoubtedly influenced Germany to hasten 
the conflict. F we still leave our ports 
open to German trade after peace is de- 
clared, they. continue, we shall be prevent- 
ing ourselves from earning the money to 
pay the cost of the war and shall be giving 
Germany an opportunity of recouping her- 
self at the expense of British trade. “Ger- 
many plunged into this war,” concludes G. 
R. Sims, “in order to prevent by conquest 
a change in England's fiscal policy.” 

AINS AND LOSSES OF WAR. 

Lord Roseberry is authority for the 
statement that the war expenditures of 
Great Britain for twelve months will be 
2.500, 000, 000, or over 60 per cent. of her 
national debt last July. 

He fcund some consolation for this er- 
penditure in the “blessings” connected with 
the war. There were not many, but there 
were one or two. One was the raising of 
their national character, the bracing of their 
national energies and the noble enthusiasm | 
excited for high ideals which they were 
perhaps in some danger of losing in what 
seemed the distant times of peace and com- 
fort. 

He was willing that, in order to aid Great 
Britain in this gigantic struggle, Lord Kitch- 
ener should be made a sort of dictator, that 
the government should depart from polictes 
which had been the national policies in time 
of peace, that a hostile tariff should be sub- 
stituted for free trade, that the practice of 
a voluntary army system should be aban- 
doned and every man forced 
into the ranks. 

Prof. Albert Bushnell Hart takes a dif- 
ferent view of war from that entertained 
by Lord Roseberry. He writes:

Parsons 
and women have been regarded as entitled 
to the respect due to the weak and help- ' 
less and many communities have insisted 
upon a feminine standard of morals and 
conventions for their parsons. It is usual 
for a masculine party to keep the same

of respectable women. |

It has worked unceasingly at raising money, 
via church bazaars and Sunday collections, 
for the building of new edifices and the pro- 
viding of organs. They have expended 
much rancor over trumpeky little local quar- 
rels, choir disputes, church banqvets and 
the general deportment of the minfster’s 
wife; but they have never attempted to 
scratch beneath the surface of masculine 
chhracter, they have shied at the running 
sores of politics, and have been quick to 
agree that the church, like the women, had 
no place in the political arena. ’ 

Doubtless they have shown discretion and 
diplomatic wisdom—in that respect, at 
least, they have offered the Christian creed 
of nonresistance, but in times of great na- 
tional calamity they are apt to find that 
they have no definite place in the scheme of 
things, that they are neither fish, flesh nor 
fowl. If they had indeed proved themselves 
the strong spiritual support of harassed hu- 
mhanity, if they had made themselves the 
indispensable channe! of the means of grace 
and the hope of life everlasting, there would 
be no question of their duty in time of war.

“You 
pray for peace and continue war by 
sending (to the allies) materials to 
ald in the conflict; the Germans are 
constantly being killed by the help of 
the Americans. You are far from be- 
ing neutral. You are taking an active 
and on the side of the allies. 
England has made the important dis- 
covery that she can win the battle in 
public opinion. 

“A new English invention is the 
fabrication of German atrocities,” ve- 
hemently declared the speaker. 

The cause of the war the profes- 
sor placed upon the English people. 
Edward 
Grey, who “brought the mix-up about 
by omitting to tell Parliament of a 
document which made for peace be- 
tween England and Germany, and 
who was bound hand and foot in an 
understanding with France. If Eng- 
land had said, ‘No help from us,’ 
there would not be a war today. 

“Belgium was not neutral; it was 
a French and English fortress, and 
England has done exactly to Portugal 
what Germany did to Belsium,” w 
the emphatic ot 
Kuehnemann. 

Before Prof. Kuehnemann conclud- 
ed his side of the argument, he took 
occasion to “pummel” “The War 
Brides,” Marian Craig Wentworth's 
recent book. 

Of no artistic worth, there is mis- 
construction and misrepresentation of 
German life in the book, according 
to the German. The book has been 
the motif for much reviewing in club 
life of the city recently, and the au- 
thor is well known to a large and dis- 
tinguished number of the literary peo- 
people of Los Angeles.

that the value of lands affected by 
storm damage is great, but that the 
land through which the proposed 
canal would run are not so valuable. 

The report ert that the diver- 
sien of surface waters would not af- 
fect the wells in the vicinity of the 
harbor, from which water fcr do- 
mestic use is taken, ag all this water 
ie underground. The right of way cost 
for the canal, says the report, would 
not be great. 

The constant dredging at the har-

storm water. The widening and deep- 
ening of Dominguez Creek, as a re- 
sult of the heavy floods, has caused 
vast quantities of silt and sand to be 
excavated from the widened channel, 
and this has brought great damage to 
the harbor.
